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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the Peterson reference and its 
corresponding claim rejections, the applicant argues that Peterson fails to teach contiguous alignment of data. However, the examiner 
notes the corresponding claims are rejected under 35 USC 103 over Peterson in view of Soussin, and the combination of the two 
references teach transmitting a plurality of messages each with "a header" (Refer to the corresponding claim rejection and "2nd Point of 
Argument", "Final Rejection"). Since each message is attached with a header, a header of the second message inherently follows the end 
of the first message. Further, the applicant argues that the cited references fail to teach positioning a header within a data block that is 
positioned between a first section and a second section in the data block. However, nowhere in the claim recites such limitation. The 
examiner believes the applicant is referring to the limitations of "the header is positioned between the at least some of the first source data 
and the at least of the second source data", which is merely placing a header between the two source data (Refer to the corresponding 
claim rejections and "1"" Point of Argument", "Final Rejection"). The combination of Peterson and Soussin deary teach sending more than 
one data over a communication bus each attached with a header. Thus, such stream of messages Is separated by the headers included in 
the data/message stream.
